In Index Nominum Genericorum 2: 880 (1979), Isodon (Schrad. ex Benth.) 
Spach, Hist. Nat. Veg. Phan. 9: 162 (1840) was adopted accompanied by 
basionym and type. In fact Spach listed only the name ‘ Isodon Schrad/ in a 
list of genera belonging to Tribe Ocymoideae. However, it is clear that in 
preparing his book, Spach carefully checked BenthanYs Labiatarum Genera et 
Species (1832), as he often cited tribes and genera named by Bentham. Bentham 
regarded Germanea Lam., Dontidia Lour, and Isodon Schrad. as sections of 
Plectranthus . But Spach obviously did not agree with Benthan/s opinion, and listed 
them as independent genera on page 162. Isodon Schrad. has not been validly 
published, and the epithet ‘ Isodon 9 was first validated by Bentham as a section 
of Plectranthus. Spach’s treatment can be interpreted as Isodon (Benth.) 
Schrad. ex Spach, although he did not directly cite Bentham. 

Consequently Isodon Spach (1840) antedates Rabdosia Hassk. (1842), and it 
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becomes necessary to publish the following new combinations for the Asiatic 

species under the genus Isodon.

The Asiatic race generally has slender fruiting stalks 2-3 mm thick, smaller 
fruits 2-3 mm long, and subentire leaves. Whereas the typical P. lucens of 
Europe has usually stout fruiting stalks 4-6 mm thick, larger fruits 3.5-4.5 mm 
long, and finely denticulate leaves. However, some plants which show somewhat 
intermediate characters between the two seem to occur in Kashmir and West 
Nepal, so, I think, it is proper to regard the Asiatic race as a geographical 
subspecies of Potamogeton lucens L.
